Sir Herbert Ames Gives First Lecture on Alfred Ernest |" ° O™™ osritel. 


Stearns Foundation in George Washington Hall. 
Dr. Pfatteicher Plays on New Organ 


\ large audience of students, teachers, and 
townspeople heard Sir Herbert Ames last 
Saturday evening, when he delivered the first 
lecture in George Washington Hall on the 
Alfred Ernest Stearns Foundation. For a 
few minutes preceding the address Dr. Carl F. 
Pfatteicher played upon the new organ, and 
Sir Herbert, in opening his address, made a 
pleasant reference to the fact that this beau- 
tiful instrument was manufactured in his na- 
tive city of Montreal. Sir Herbert, in his 
lecture, which had the general tilte. “The 
League of Nations from Within,” outlined 
the organization of the league, and described 
in some detail the function of each section. 
He dwelt particularlyonthe dramatic moment 
in September, 1926, when, twelve years after 
the Battle of the Marne, Streseman, th 
senting the German nation, accepted for them 
membership in the League of Nations, and 
Aristide Briand, representing the French 
Republic, welcomed the new member in 
eloquent language. Sir Herbert Ames re- 
ferred briefly to several occasions when the 
League was able to avert war between Europ- 
ean countries, particularly those which in- 
volved conflicts betweenFinland and Sweeden 
Greece and Bulgaria, and Italy and Greece. 
At the conclusion of his regular address Sir 
Herbert showed lantern slides illustrating the 

membership, organization, and work of the 
League. 

Sir Herbert Ames’ speech was well organ- 
ized, logical and definite, and gave, in a brief 
period, a complete peru of the League of 
Nations at work. He made no attempt at 
any special plea for the organization, nor did 
he appeal to the United States to join it. He 
contented himself with representing the 
League as a working, official organization, 
thoroughly established, and likely to endure. 


CAUGHT BETWEEN CARS 


Andover Woman Victim of Unusual 
Accident on Essex Street. Injuries 
Painful But Not Serious. 


Mrs. Mary B. Smith, fifty, of 11 Washing- 
ton avenue, was resting comfortable today 
at the Lawrence General Hospital where she 
was taken late Thursday afternoon, March 
17, suffering from injuries sustained when she 
became wedged between two electric cars 
at Lawrence and Essex streets, Lawrence. 

Mrs. Smith, victim of a most unusual 
accident, was caught between the sides of a 
Methuen bound car from North Andover and 
an Andover car which stopped at the turn- 
out, 

Although exact details of how Mrs. 
Smith became wedged between the two cars 
is lacking, it is believed that she had just 
alighted from the Andover car and was cross- 
ing the street to the Arlington Trust bank 
building. Apparently she did not notice the 
Methuen car, operated by Albert Williams 
of North Andover, which had just been waved 
on by Officer William Hayden who was di- 
recting traffic at the crossing, and almost 
stepped in its path. The space between the 
two cars was not quite wide enough for the 
woman to stand, and she was revolved 
several times by the moving car before she 
fell to the ground. 

Someone shouted to the motorman, who 
stopped the car. Officer Hayden ran over to 
investigate the sudden halt of traffic and 
found the woman unconscious on the ground 
between the two cars. He sent in a call for 
the Central Fire Station ambulance and had 
her removed to the hospital, where her name 
was placed on the danger list. It was re- 
moved later, however, when her injuries were 
found not to be of a serious nature, although 
painful. They consist of bruises about the 
ankle, and thigh, and an injury to her head. 
The Andover car was operated by Ernest 
Marsans of Methuen. 

A similar accident happened some years 
ago in front of the old transfer station. A 
man crossing the street became wedged be- 
tween two slowly moving cars and was 
twisted about a number of times but managed

| Continuation School | The last and one of the most important 
phases of the Continuation school p is 
the “follow up” work. The instructor visits 
personally the home and the employer of 
each child in the school. In this way, the 
instructor ascertains the attitude of the 
ares toward the child’s job, his plans for 

is future, and to what extent the parent will 
help the child to carry out his plans. In 
visiting the employer the instructor learns in 
detail, what is the child’s job and how he is 
doing it; what jobs are successively next and 
what he must know for each; what is the 
best opportunity ahead without training and 


The object of the Continuation school is 
to help the employed youth to make im- 
mediate and prospective adjustments (social, 
civic or economic) from their status as full 
time pupils to that of responsible wage earn- 
ing citizens. 

When a child, between the age of fourteen 
and sixteen years, having successfully com- 
pleted the sixth grade, desires to leave school 
and go to work, the law requires him to take 
certain steps before he can be employed.

After he has obtained these four requi- 
sites, the superintendant of schools gives 
him an “employment certificate” or a 
permit to leave school for work. The em- 
pave keeps this card until the minor leaves 

is employ, when it is returned to the Super- 
intendent of Schools. 

The law requires that these children work 
no more than eight hours a day — between 
the hours of 6:30 a.m. to 6:00 p.m., except 
in the harmful trades such as work around 
dangerous machinery, scaffolding, or operat- 
ing motor vehicles. Every employer is 
required to post a list of ali persons under 
16 years of age in his employ, in the rooms 
where they are working, stating their ages 
the hours of employment and their meal 
hours. 

All children under 16 years, having found 
suitable occupations must spend four hour 
one day each week in the Continuation 
School. At present in Andover there are 
about 30 girls and 32 boys in this school. 
The boys and girls are under separate super- 
Me and there are two classes of each every 
week. 


The first two hours of the four-hour period 
are spent in cooking or sewing for the girls, 
and manual training or shop work for the 
boys. The girls learn to cook simple meals 
and also to act as Hostesses, to wait on 
table, to set the table properly and to serve 
the meal. In the sewing class they are in- 
structed in style and durability of materials, 
in color combinations and in the creation of 
an attractive ensemble. 

The last two hours are divided into 20- 
minute periods among the following subjects 
— English, Arithmetic, Civics and American- 
ization, Spelling and Hygiene. Much empha- 
sis is based on the study and understanding 
of English, to increase the vocabulary, to be 
able to write and spell correctly and to in- 
crease the powers of appreciation and dis- 
crimination. The study of personal and 
community hygiene is another important 
phase of this work. Health is the basis of 
right living, thinking and working. The 
practical use of every lesson is emphasized 
and its application to the individual child. 

The Continuation School is composed of 
about as many children from Lawrence as 
from Andover. If a child lives in Lawrence 
and works in Andover, he must go to the 
Andover Continuation School and on the 
other hand if he lives in Andover and works

Pupils and Teachers to Get Rich Prizes 
in Safety Competition 


Should children be taught street and high- 
way safety at home or at school? This ques- 
tion, of concorn alike to parents and school 
officials, is one that hundreds of thousands of 
elementary school pupils will be asked to 
solve for themselves within the next few 
weeks in connection with the sixth annual 
safety campaign, announced by the Highway 
Education Board at Washington. 

The decision will be made in the form of 
essays by pupils and practical lessons by 
teachers, submitted for consideration in the 
Board’s national contests, undertaken with 
the active co-operation of school officials 
throughout the United States. As an in- 
centive to participation in this phase of the 
national campaign, the Board announces the 
gift of $6,500 from the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce to be expended in 
prizes allocated throughout the several states 
and in the territories, such as Alaska, the 
Philippines and Hawaii. 

The contests are reopened by the Board, 
officials announce, in response to the demand 
for this educational competition, coming alike 
from the pupils, teachers, school officials and 
parents. Children are asked to write 500 
word essays on the subject “ Why I Should Be 
Taught Street and Highway Safety at Home 
and at School.” For their efforts 438 valu- 
able cash prizes, in addition to the same 
number of gold, silver and bronzo medals, will 
be distributed through the State Depart- 
ments of Education, or school officials. The 
number of prizes for each state vary in pro- 
portion to the elementary school enrollment, 
New York State, for instance, having twenty- 
seven state prizes, with Pennsylvania next in 
line with twenty-five. Wyoming, Nevada, 
New Hampshire and Rhode Island receive 
three states prizes, while Ohio will rank 
seventeen prizes, Texas nineteen, Illinois 
twenty, Massachusetts eleven, Michigan fif- 
teen, Colorado eight, Maine four, and so on. 

The number of awards, however, differs 
only in the third prizes to be given. A pupil 
in each state will receive one first prize, which 
consists of a gold medal and fifteen dollars in 
cash, Likewise a pupil in each state will re- 
ceive as second state prize a silver medal and 
ten dollars. ‘The third prizes, which are 
bronze medals and five dollars, vary in pro- 
portion to the enrollment. 

In addition to these awards, three valuable 
national prizes are offered pupils whose essays 
finally win out in the elimination process that 
is used to select the national winners. The 
pupil whose essay is considered the best in the 
nation will earn, in addition to the first state 
prize, a trip to Washington, with all expenses 
paid, where officials in the past have taken the 
the greatest pains to see that their young 
charges see everything of interest in the his- 
toric Capital of the nation. Second and third 
national winners receive handsome gold 
watches, as does the first national winner, the 
timepiece being presented at exercises at 
Washington when the trip is made.

Wilderness Areas Can Still Be Found in 
National Forests 


The day of the “great wide open spaces” is 
not yet past, nor is it in any immediate dan- 
ger of passing,according to the Forest Service, 
United States Department of Agriculture. 

Consternation on the part of many nature 
lovers and outdoor enthusiasts over the in- 
vasion of forest areas by highways and sum- 
mer resorts ledthe ForestService to undertake 
a study to determine just how much of the 
areas of the National Forests could still be 
classed as wilderness. The results showed 
that approximately one-third of the gross 
acreage of the National Forests is still suffi- 
ciently “untamed” to come under that class, 
and that there are large areas which are in no 
immediate danger of the encroachment of 
gasoline fumes, bathtubs and other marks of 
civilization. 

In making its study of the wilderness areas, 
the Forest Service adopted the widest possi- 
ble margin of safety to minimize the possibil- 
ity that some Rervon Raat lay a finger on a 
part of the map cla as wilderness and 
assert that he had driven his automobile to 
that point. The minimum size of a real 
“wilderness” area was taken as comprising 
ten townships, 360 square miles, or 230,000 
acres, It was determined that at present 
there are seventy-four areas, ranging from 
360 to 10,859 square miles in extent, which, 
so far as can be determinded, are without 
roads, The grand total area is 85,750 square 
miles, or an average of 1,159 square miles per 
area. Ifthe proposed Forest Road System, 
as at present planned on paper, were 100 per 
cent completed, there would still be sixty one 
areas ranging in extent from 360 square miles 
to 5,000 square miles, with a total area of 52,- 
920 roadless square miles, and an average of 
868 sections per area. These figures are ex- 
clusive of Alaska. 

“The situation is not so bad as some had 
feared,” says L. F. Kneipp of the Forest Ser- 
vice. ‘At present one-third of the gross 
acreage of the National Forests, exclusive of 
Alaska, is in roadless areas of more than 230,- 
000 acres in extent. After all the roads our 
field officers have planned to date have been 
constructed, there will still be approximately 
one-fifth of the gross area of National Forests 
in roadless areas of 10 townships or more.”
